On each of the printed pages, t numbered the photos with the associated number from the Index Page. 

Notice that in the sets which use Photo Album page layout (sets 1 , 3. and 4), the photos appear to be in the order 
that they were designated by the us*r. Also, the photos arc right-side up with respect to the other photos on the 
same page. Note that some pages arc meant to be viewed vertically, while others arc meant to be viewed 
horizontally. The viewing position of the page (vertical vs. horizontal) is chosen to fit as many photos on the page 
as possible, while maintaining the order and orientation of the photos. 

In the set which uses Paper Saver page layout (set 2). the photos arc merely printed as if they are all landscape 
oriented (i.e. there is no regard to the orientation of the photo). The photos on the pages do not necessarily face the 
same way. and the order of the photos does not necessarily appear to be in ihe order that the user designated.
